Fanner Who Sows His Fields with Scrap 
with Good Results. 


By the merest accident Caesar Augus­ 
tus Leach discovered a new principle in 
tile raising of 
spring Vegetables,

about 
a 
revolution in the whole 
industry 
of 
trucking, says the 
Philadelphia 
North 
American. 
Bunning his farm upon scientific lines, 
Mr, Leach sent a sample of soil to th** 
state college, 
and 
was informed 
that 
it was lacking in iron. One of tho profes­ 
sors pointed • ait that iron in th** soil pro­ 
duced 
strong, 
full 
blooded 
vegetables. 
Vegetables grown in soil deficient in iron 
are almost invariably anaemic, and the 
red beets are pale and white. 
Bo, to restore the soil, Mr. Leach scat­ 
tered a few loads of scrap iron on th** 
ground. 
He w as amazed at the im prove­ 
ment in the produce. But what most im­ 
proved him w ert the 
luscious 
onions 
which grew t ear a wagon spring, and 
the excellence of the 
spring 
radishes 
which thrived betide the iron from a 
springboard wagon. 
Mr. Leach has this year fertilised tho 
ground with the works of old clocks, and 
he hopes to raise a fine crop 
of 
hair­ 
spring lettuce. 
W hile car springs will nid materially 
in producing a large crop, still the vege­ 
tables ure inclined to he 
heavy 
and 
coarse. Hopper springs should not be 
used; they give the vegetables a bit­ 
ter taste.

A Marine Engineering Sensation. 
Q uite a flurry has been caused in ma­ 
rine engineering circles 
by 
the 
an­ 
nouncement from New 
York 
that the 
Southern Pacific liuer Creole, which not 
long ago made her appearance with much 
eclat in the N ew York ami N ew Or­ 
leans service, 
is to 
have 
her turbine 
engines removed and reciprocating en ­ 
gines installed in their stead. The reason 
for this proposed change is said to be 
extravagance in coal consum ption. The 
Creole has required as much as 2UU0 
tons of coal to make a round trip to 
N ew Orleans from New York, whereas 
other steam ers of the Southern Pacific’s 
A tlantic service have required only from 
1000 to 1200 tons. 
The N avy Departm ent is deeply inter­ 
ested in the case of the Creole, which 
is a steam er thut cost her owners in 
the neighborhood of a million dollars, 
uud is therefore one of the highest types 
of passenger carriers. 
The government 
has made a venture with turbine en­ 
gines, in the scout cruisers Chester and 
Suleiu, tho latter having turbines of the 
sam e style as those on 
the 
Creole. 
Moreover, it has contracted for the in­ 
stallation of sim ilar turbines on the new 
battleship North Dakota, which is uow 
approaching completion. 
It will be re­ 
called that in the recent test between 
the scout cruiser Birmingham, driven by 
reciprocating engines, and 
the 
scout 
cruisers Chester and Salem, the Birm­ 
ingham 
made 
gratifying 
showings 
al­ 
though she did not com plete the test at 
high speed, ami that the Salem brought 
up the rear. 
There were hints that the 
I Salem ’s engines had been tampered with 
! or permitted to

operation 
I while iii a crippled condition, but those 
I have not saved the shin from discredit; 
| nnd now that the Creole is to have aer 
I turbines taken out there will be some­ 
thing like panic among Hie advocates of 
that type of marine engine. 
Great Britain has led the w ay in the 
adoption of the turbine engine, and thus 
far seem s to he satisfied with the re­ 
sults of the tests. Uncle Sam was there­ 
fore merely aim ing to keep pace ta the 
m atter of speed with the world s chief 
naval power, and cannot be charged with 
precipitate action. 
But the British ships

Chester are driven with th** British type 
of turbine, 
while 
the 
Salem and 
the 
Creole 
are 
propelled 
with 
American 
turbines. 
Th** element of international 
rivalry entered into the contest between 
the Chester und Salem, although both tty 
the Stars aud Stripes, and tins elem ent 
w ill again crop to the surface in the 
controversy which will be precipitated 
by the discarding of the Creole’s tur­ 
bines.

Washington, J illy 12.—The famous 
astronomer, mathematician and world 
traveler, Professor Simon Newcomb, 
who died at his home in this city early 
Sunday at the age of severity-four 
years, will be buried with military 
honors In Arlington cemetery next 
Wednesday, 
High officials of the government will 
attend and th** honorary pallbearers 
will Include many prominent men in 
public life. 
Th** body is lying In state 
today at th*1 family residence, and has 
been viewed by Washingtonians, who 
have regarded 
him as one of the 
world's greatest scientists. 
Prof. Newcomb is survived by his 
wife, a daughter of the late Dr, Hagg­ 
ler, surgeon in th** United States navy, 
and three daughters. Dr. Anita New­ 
comb 
McGee of 
Washington; 
Mrs. 
Francis Wilson of New York, and Mrs. 
Edward Whitney of New York. 
During his distinguished cart er Prof. 
Newcomb had been the recipient of 
many honors from leading scientific 
societies and from royalty. 
He was a 
member of th** Institute of France, th** 
Royal Astronomical Society of Great 
Britain, and th** Vinertean Association 
for tin* Advancement of Science. 
Dur­ 
ing his service with the United States 
government he conducted a num ber of 
parties to foreign lands to observe 
eclipses, 
ll** published th** tables of 
th** motions of th** stars, the planets 
and th** moon, now used by astron­ 
omers in their computations and which 
ar** th** basis of the navigation of the 
vessels of the world. 
His astronomical researches cover 
more than 300 papers and a long list 
of hooks on astronomy, m athem atics 
and political economy. 
Some of these 
are text books, while nth* rs are ox 
haustiv** studies of subjects. 
His first 
elaborate paper, "Secular Variations 
and .Mutual Relations of the Orbits oj 
the (steroids,” won him international 
fame 
Prof Newcomb hold many important 
posts, including that of professor of 
mathematics at Johns Hopkins univer­ 
sity. He held th** degree of LL.D. from 
Yale, 
Harvard,

Washington and other universities.
